RUSSIA CLAIMS 
E 
OVER THE TURKS 


Tty Associated Press to News.) 
Further Im portant successes in the 
campaign against Turkey were an­ 
nounced today by Rusia. It is assert­ 
ed that one Russian regiment was 
captured, 
another 
partly 
destroyed 
and a .Turkish position seized, with 
guns and am m unition. 
In spite of these claims it appears 
that large bodies of Turkish troops 
are still on R ussian soil, and the re­ 
cent Petroerad 
statement that an 
overwhelming defeat was inflicted up­ 
on them Is denied officially at Con­ 
stantinople. 
Turkish forces which invaded Per­ 
sia are reported unofficially to have 
0' ipiefi Yabrise, an important city 
under Russian influence. 
Where a 
Russian m ilitary station is maintain­ 
ed In Southern 
Poland 
they have 
made another attempt to cross the 
river Nida, apparently in an effort to 
advance again on Cracow. 
Official Austrian statements say the 
Russian* were driven back by Aus- 
?nan artillery. 


■Lisbon. Jan. 13.—If the; board of 
county commissioners can see how it 
can be done in all fairness, Colum­ 
biana 
county 
will have miles and 
miles of improved roads finished dur­ 
ing the coming sumer. 
The commissioners individually fa­ 
vor a bond issue for this purpose, and 
Prosecutor Vodrey is in favor of good 
roads wherever they can be built, but 
the question rem ains in the minds of 
each official as to w hether it can be 
dune legally. The money for the roads 
is not available, and to bond the coun­ 
ty to the extent of anywhere from 
$350,000 to $500,000 is considered too 
great a burden to undertake. Auditor 
Emerson Campbell of Belmont coun­ 
ty, met with the board of commission­ 
ers, Prosecutor Vodrey, Auditor Crooks 
and Clark B. Firestone, president of 
the Columbiana County Lincoln »High­ 
way association and a good roads en­ 
thusiast in the office of the commis­ 
sioners on .Tuesday ofternoon. and un­ 
dertook to make It plain to them how 
they could proceed and iprove the 
roads over the county by means of a 
bond issue, but nothing was advanced 
by him which had not already been 
fully threshed out by the local officials, i 
The policy of Auditor Campbell wasj 
simply to Issue the bonds and pave; 
the roads, and in some manner future 
generations would take care of thei 
county debt. The commissioners, how­ 
ever. were not convinced, and further 
discussions will be had along the line 
of good roads for Columbiana county.

The Berlin Tagoblntt publishes the 
following description from its corre­ 
spondent at the German chief head­ 
quarters concerning the now abandon­ 
ed palace o f the Belgian king: 
“Sunday morning—the streets of Ant 
warp are deserted. 
A few German 
guards are on the lookout, for a possi­ 
ble passerby is about all to be seen. 
With three companions I walked upon 
the long stretches of the elite Place de 
Meir, which was laid out upon the site 
of an old canal, long since filled in. 
We proceeded in the direction of the 
cathedral and convinced ourselves thut 
not one bouse along this historic place 
had been injured. 
“The king's palace is situated here, 
separated only by the Rue de Rubens 
from a small residential structure of 
some nobleman. The palace was erect­ 
ed during the eighteenth century. The 
king and queen of Belgium fled from 
It on the morning of Oct. 8, aud my 
companions and myself were the titst 
to roam about the deserted chambers 
since their flight. The living rooms or 
the king’s suit are on the ground floor. 
In the small antechamber leading to 
the stairs we found soft silk c a r p e t s 
wflich muffled every step. Here stands 
a costly chandelier of massive bronze, 
with a great lantern surmounted by 
the Belgian crown. A beautiful though 
small reception room furnished in the 
empire style leads into the private 
a p a r t m e n t s of the king. 
Now we on 
ter the study of the king, a m o d e st 
chamber in white, with sculptured re­ 
liefs about the walls and otherwise 
furnished in light green, 
in the cen 
ter of this room stands the kings nia 
bogany desk, covered with green felt, 
upon which still lies the inkstand with 
pen. The king s seal is also there. 
"Adjoining the Study is a pretty lit­ 
tle cabinet furnished in sky blue, in 
which tile young princess in days of 
peace was wont to dream of tier doli- 
whicb she left behind In her little 
boudoir adjoining 
From the elegantly 
furnished sleeping apartm ent of the 
royal pair, the most modern chamber 
In'the entire palace, we step into the 
•dressing’ room of the king. 
In this 
room he had passed his last hour in 
Antwerp. 
His flight must have been 
very sudden. Fpou a small desk th e y 
stands a crystal glass, half full of milk 
Beside this glass lies a paper, the last 
the king read here, the Cologne Gin 
zette of Oct. 2. opened up and marked 
here and there; also where the head 
line ‘The Truth About Louvain ap­ 
peared. which must have been to Al­ 
bert. king of the Belgians, like a flam 
ing ‘Mene tekel.’ ”
